‘The danger is that the Government 
and the officials may not be strong 
enough to control the hot bloods 
who are forcing a policy, which, a’ 
the present stage of affairs, is not 
only one of deliberate breach of 
faith and challenge to foreigners, 
but is suicidal to the best interests 
of China herself, 

To tuke the specific instance of 
the Peking Syndicate’s mines, it 
does not necd much reflection to 
perceive that probably nine-tenths 
of the profits from that enterprise, 
which would not have been under. 
taken except for foreigners, reverts 
to the Chinese themselves. It has 
brought prosperity to a large area 
and hos not only employed a great’ 
deal of native labour itself at 
enhanced wages, but has been a 
large customer to the native mines 
in that neighbourhood, to. which it 
has acted as a spur to activity. Up 
to date, of course, very little or no 
coal has been ohtained from the 
Syndicate’s own mine, which is only 
now in a condition for working, but 
its future prosperity will be a 
stimulus much more than a hind- 
rance to the native-owned mines 
allaround, Thie was clearly pointed 
out by Mr. Alexander Reid, the 
Engineer-in-Chief, in the course of 
an interview which appeared in our 
columns when he was last in 
Shanghai. The people of thedistrict 
where the Syndicate’s mine is 
situated have thoroughly appre- 
ciated the fact that they may 
be sure of their specified wages, 
and that they will not be 
subject to the “usual deductions” 
peculiar to this country. They 
have been ou the very best terms 
indeed, with the Syndicate’s en- 
gineere! Liltill dhe {inéite employ- 
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ment of the cry of *China for the 
Chinese” was raised to interrupt 
their good relationships, by dan; 

ling before them prospects which 
can never be realised, or not, at all 
events, till China has very much 
rogressed in Western scientific 
nowledge. 

The situation is a serious one, for, 
of course, what applies to mines 
applies equally to railways and 
every other branch of economic 
development on which Chita is 
now seriously erabarking ; and what 
is true of a district in Honnn pro- 
vinee is correspondingly true of 
every part of the Empire. It is to 
the interest of foreigners and Chi- 
nese alike, but to the latter es- 
pecially, that the best possible 
relationship for c>-oporation and 
mutual advantage should continue. 
On the other hand it may be taken 
for granted that the foreigners, 
while they have no desire or ability’ 
to take more than their share in 
the benefits, will nob meekly resign 
the claims ‘they have staked out. 
For the crisis that has arisen most 
of the responsibility rests, of course, 
with the imperfectly educated 
patriots who have not yet yrasped 
some of the more elementary prin- 
cipals of economics, but the foreign 
advocates of Protection cannot 
altogether escape censure.

THE NANCHANG 
MASSACRE. 
2nd April. 

SINCE we wrote on this subject on 
the 15th ult, more light has been 
thrown on iv from various sources. 
Tt will be remembered that the first 
news that reached Shanghai was in 
the form of rather vague telegrams 
from Nanchang to the native papers 
here, stating that a Chinese magis- 
tate had been attacked by a French 
priest, These telegrams were evid- 
ently intended to; prepare the way 
for the news that was to come; and 
we learn now that they were not 
sent by the correspondents of the 
papers which published them, but 
cams direct from the Governor's 
yamén, On the faith of these tele- 
grams practically all the native 
Papers at first regarled Pere 
Tacruche as the aggressor, but two 
oftthem as soon as they got tele- 
grams from their own correspondent, 
recognised that the magistrate 
Chiang committed suicide, and have 
adhered to that view, The line 
taken by the "“Nanfangpao” is 
explained by General Mesny's letter 
the proprietors of that paper are 
Kiangsi men, and it is, in fact, a 
Kiangsi organ. While two of the 
native papers admit, as we have 
sid, that the magistrate committed 
suicide, they hold that he was driven 
todo it by the obduracy of Pire 
Lacruche. “Ib is quite safe to assume, 
however, that the magistrate, who 
was in financial difficulties, had 
made up bis mind to commit suicide 
because he had made promises to 
Pere Lacruche and to the Chinese 
which were inconsistent with each 
other and which he could not 
possibly perform, By committin, 
suicide, he saved his own “face 
before his countrymen, and avenged 
himeelf on the Roman Catkolic 
Mission, That he did commit 
suicile, whatever his motive, is 
established by the postmortem 
examinations made, and it is evi 
ent from the photograph of the 
dead magistrate published in the 
autive papers here, 

Outbreaks of the Chinese like that 
at Nanchang are generally the 
resalt ofa sudden acess of fury, 
tut there was full deliberation in 
the Nanchang case, more than two 
days elapsing between the magis- 
trate’s attempt on. his life, and the 
massacre itself, There was thus 
plenty of time for the missionaries 
Wwescape, but they all seem to have 
remained at their posts. The most 
unaccountable incident in the affair 
isthe behavour of the five Marist 
Brothers, Here were five able- 
bodied men, with no women or 
children to took after, who knew 
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there was an infuriated mob coming 
towards them, thirsting for their 
blood, They reached the river in 
safely, and got into a boat, but 
because the boatman refused to 
take them, they went back to the 
shore and landed, and allowed 
themselves to be killed, without 
even wounding one of their as- 
sailants, The story seems incredi- 
ble, but it appears to be well- 
established. ‘This was carrying the 
doctrine of non-resistance too far, 
There will be no trouble in 
settling the British claim for the 
destruction of life and proyerty at 
Nanchang, the Chinese allowing 
that the Kinghuns had given no 
provocation of any kind. But we 
understand that the Chinese adhere 
to their opinion that some provoca- 
tion was given by the Roman Catho- 
lies, provocation which, if it existed 
aball, could nob justify in the least 
the outrages commitied. Accord- 
ing to the native papers, very heavy 
demands have been made by the 
French representative at Nan- 
chang. ‘Chey include, of couse, 
the punishment of the ringleaders 
of the riot, and of the officials who 
did nob prevent it when the 
American missionaries warned the 
Nanchang Foreign Office; an of-

committed suicide, and was not 
wounded by Pre Lacruche; the 
erection of a monument; the pay- 
ment of an indemnity of some five 
hundred thousand taels; and the 
payment of an annual contribution 
of Ts. 10,000 10 the R. C. Mission. 
We may take it that these claim: 
are very much exaggerated. What- 
ever it may cost to replace the 
buildings destroyed, China should 
undoubtedly Ds with some com- 
pensation to those, if any, who 
were dependent. on the murdered 
priests and teachers; but to exact: 
annuity of Tis, 10,000 for the 
maintenance of the mission would 
be contrary to the whole spirit of 
missions. From what we gather, 
the use of more conciliatory 
methods by the missionaries i 
Kiangsi would have prevente 
occurrence of the massacre and the 
extension of a very strong anti- 
foreign fecling in the province. But 
nothing excuses the massacre itself, 
and the criminal apathy, if not 
complicity, of the local officials.

THERE appears to be a general 
impression that Sir Ernest Satow, 
the British Minister at Peking, is 
shortly going home, and that he 
will not return to China, What 
foundation there is for these two 
propositions we do not know; it 
seems to us that Sir Ernest has so 
many serious questions before him 
ab the moment, that he would 
be very urwilliug to leave them 
unfinished unless the state of his 
health demands it. Peking at the 
present time is to a diplomatist one 
of the most interesting capitaly in 
the world; there is a great upheaval 
going on in China whose results 
no-one can foresee, and it is for the 
diplomatists to use all their skill to 
the forces 
that are at work. Cl has such 
‘a melancholy lack of statesmen thas 
she is sure to fall an easy prey to 
the wiles of any plausible intriguer, 
but for the advice and assistance of

THE EARTHQUAKE 
IN FORMOSA. 


‘PROF. OMORI's COMMENTS. 

Prof. Omori, commenting on the re- 
cont earthquake in Formosa, states 
substantially as follows :— 

Destructive earthquakes are not rare 
in Formosa.

The centre of the severe earthquake 
that occurred in Formosa on April 24, 
1904, was a narrow belt of land parallel 








ngitudinal axis of Formos, and 
neighbourhood of 
Torokugai and Teikogai in the north, to 
Kanteibyogai and Banshoryogai in the 
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south. The length of the belt was about 
80 miles. The contro of the earthquake 
of November 6, the same was in 
the same belt; with th nce that 
the central area of greatest vibration 
extended from Torokugai to Shineial 
35 miles long. The severity of th 
earthquake of April was two or three 
times as great as that of November, but 
greater destruction was caused by’ tho 
lator, due to the difference in depth of 
the grostest activity of the oarthquake. 
‘Tho oarthquake of November originated 
in a shallower place than that of April. 
Theso earthquakes were caused by 
an almost perpendicular Sasure bei 
suddenly made in the crust of 
earth. Other earthquakes in the South- 
western part of Formosa all originated 
in the same earthquake contre. This 
belt may be provisionally named 
“Earthquake zone of South-westera 
Formosa.” The zone is parallel to the 
direction of the main mountain range 
in Formoss, and theoretically liable 
to frequent seismic disturbances.

The libel which is the subject-matter 

of this action is contained in a lotter of 
the 29nd of September last yoar ad- 
dressed to Mr. Levy, who was then 
manager of the Astor House Hotel, by 
two of the direotors, who are defendar.ts 
in thia action. It was signed by them, 
sofar as I can gather, in their capacity 
of dirctors of the Astor House Hotel 
Company. The publication of the libel 
was contained in a notice which was 
inserted in three differont isauos of the 
“North-China Daily Nows”—the 27th, 
28th, and 30th of Oatober. It is scopy 
of that letter which was addressed to 
Mr. Levy and which purports to exon- 
erate him from charges which wero 
made against him. The letter is 
‘8 strong one, and it not only states 
that Mr. Lovy is oxonerated but 
ttatates that Mr. Jovansen, the plain- 
iff in the prosont action, malo these 
statements, and it charactorisos the 
charges mado as entirely false and 
without the least foundation in fact. 
Now the circumstances of this case are, 
that plaintiff’ was omployed as 
steward in the Astor House for five 
months during the year 1904 from the 
1th of February, when h and 
again on the 8th of Ootober 1904 for a 
year-down to the time of his dismissal 
in tho mouth of Soptorober last. The 
circumstances which led to his dismissal 
wore a quarrel with the manager, into 
the merits of which it is not uecessary 
for mo to go. Thoro has beon no justi- 
fication ploaded in this action and 
therefore whethor those charges were 
true or false does not concern 
Court. Howover, the result of th 
quarrel was that tho directors took the 
iow of Mr. Lovy in the matier and 
diamaissod the plaintiff.

@ streets of Wuchou, like the 
streets of all cities in South China, 
are narrow and tortuous, but exch 
shopkeeper and householder avd 
huckater ‘monopolises ns much of 
the as possible, Every man 
for himself, The store-keeper must 
have'his sign and his bonrd must 
be conspicuous ; he therefore hangs 
it well down before his open shop- 
front, and adds a second and a 
third, if room can he found. The 
space within his shop is wanted for 
his goods and his staff; his cus- 
tomers must stand in the street or on 
the narrow step he leaves between 
his counter and the public way. 
The buckster plants his baskets on 
his portable stall where no-one 
else claims the space. Market-gar- 
denera and butchers with large 
swinging baskets hawk their vege- 
tables and pork from house to 
house. Every householder throws 
his refuse just beyond his door, and 

happy possescor of a pig turns 
his possession into the street to 
wallow in the open sewer or root 
among the festering heaps of re- 
fuse. Thus pedlars and pigs, pro- 
jecting shop boards and movable 
kitchens and stalls: usurp the public 
street, and through the crowd of 
buyers and sellers, chair-l enrers and 
heavily-burdened coolies shout their 
warnings and push their way. Ib 
is the accepted order of things; it 























has ils drawbacks, to be sure, but 
it is no-one’s business to sugyest a 
change, “Let every man sweep 
the snow from his own door.” 

Our reformer comes upon the 
scene, and he knows too well the 
uselessness of the usual fitherly 
advice, set forth in classicxl rhym- 
ing couplets. H» knows he has 
atask to which he must take off 
his cout, and, unheard of though it 
is, he actually does take off his cont; 
that is to say, instend of inaking a 
stately progress through the streets 
with “faded umbrella and regged 
following, he discards the official 
chair and other symbols of au- 
thority, and walks about the city 
without attendants. He sees with 
his own eyes the abuses that have 
to be removed, and he gets into 
personal touch with the people and 
talks freely with them about the 
necessity of sanitary and other re- 
forms, 

His practical measures began with 
the streeta. The heaps of refuse 
must be cleared away. ‘The gaping 
and evil-smelling latrines must be 
closed or removed elsewhere. The 
open sewers must be flushed. This 
simple and elementary reform, in 
pile of the inevitable grumbling, 
is a great success. His Worship'’s 
care for the citizens is highly com- 
mended. The next step comes 
nearer home. ‘The traffic of the 
streets must be freed from the 
‘oumerous obstructions, All sign- 
bonds are to be elevated well 
above the heads of the people and 
out of the reach of chairs, nnd, to 
the surprise of all,

There were public schools in 
Tapan and 90 per cent of Japanese 


were in these schools, Why 
should there not be education on @ 
similar scale in China? But 
the buillings and the money— 
where are these indipensable parts 
of an educational apparatus to 
come from? Under the sanc ion of 
the Imperial edict, which suggest- 
ed that temples should be used for 
schools, some of the temples are 
at once confiscated. The idols are 
turned out without ceremony ; the 
buildings pulled down, and the 
materials couverted into up-to date 
schools for boys and girls. Ob- 
jjecting priests are promptly banizh- 
ed, and the temple revenues used 
for the maintainance of the schools. 
There was more amazement, but 
since the people gained by what 
ithe pries's bad lost, there was no 
serious opposition. Having thus 
provided for the education of the 
young, the follies and superstitions 
of the elders were taken in band, 
Geomancy and all kinds of sorcery 
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were forbidden and even made penal 
offences. Idol processions were pro- 
hibited, and those who persisted with 
pathetic devotion in worshipping 
where the temple altars bad stood, 
were actually punished by fines. 
This was the very frenzy of reform. 
There were loud protests and ap- 
peals to higher authori but the 
outraged citizens got neither redress 
not sympathy. Priestcrafs and 
superstition were out of favour, 
appily for the Reformer himself, 
he bad secured the confidence of all 
the more enlightened citizens, and 
his prompt and equal administation 
ofthe law made him “ feared 
allin the best sense of the word. 
His offences against « nstom nnd 
his disregard of precedent were 
fingiven, becwuse his bitterest? eritic 
cud not but recognise the practi- 
cal utility of his reforms, But 
thiy interesting and hopeful ex- 
periment in reform was closed to- 
wards the end of the year by the 
pefect's promotion and removal. 
However, the lesson abides, and that 
is, that" thero are amongst the 
younger Chinese officials men who
